and as a King torule and govern his Church ; in order ro which, 
he hath given him all power both in heayen andearth, by oe

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alſo he did make the World, ( who being the means of our bet- 
ter underſtanding) the brightneſs of the glory of the Etcrnal 


.God ( which tous isinviſible and upholding all things by the 


ord of his Power, aſcended into Heaven,. and fitteth = 
right hand of-God, and ever liveth ,to-make wnterceilion tor 
us, and will again appear as a'King and as a Juage, to puniſh 
offenders. T'bis is he who is repreſented 1n my Text, that faith, 
The Son of Man wcome to ſave that which was loſs. 

In which words we ſhall inquire, 2. Why Chritt 1s called the 
Son. 2. Why he is' calle& the Son of Man. 2. To whar end he 
came into the World.; ag the text tells us, He, came to ſave that 

1. Why he is called the Son; the Son of God as elſewhere, and 
the Son of Man, as in my Text ; We areto underſtand that God, 
rhough- he had-an eſpecial reſpect to the Angels, yerhe thought 
it not fit, that they ſhould have this honour conferred on them, 
to be called the Sons of God. _ ..  , _ 

I. So that the hl reaſon, why Jeſas Chriſt. is called the Son, 
was to demonſtrate his eternal generation ; for in this ap- 
pellation, the Apoſtle «St. Paut :difcovereth:; to' us the dignuy 
of Chriſt above the Angels of heaven : See_ Heb. 1. 4, 5, Bc- 
ing made ſo much better then the Angels, as he hath by itheritance 
obtained a. more excellent name then they : for unto wiich of the An- 
gels ſaid he. at avy time,, thou art my Son, this day have T begottei 
thee * 'and again T will be unto hima' Father, and he ſhallbeunto 
Ie a Son. Which words are taken gut of the ſecond Pſalzz ; 
and. though in' ſome ſence' they, may have reference to David, 
yer ' they are by the Jews thetſe]ves acknowledged.in a more 
faublithe ſence,' 6, ep unto him thar was to come into the 
World ,' to ſave that 2vhith 5vizs off. Upon the accompr of 
rhis' Superiority of Chriſt "above the Angels, by vertue of his 
Son-ſhip,, the Angels of God themſelves: are obliged to. give 
worſhip' to' our *Lord Jeſus Chrift; for in the ſixth verſe of the 
aboveſaid firſt Chapter of the Hebrews, we have the Apoltle 
faying thus, And again when he bringeth his firſs begotten into 
the warld, he ſaith, let all the Angels of God worſhip him. Ir 
x true, the Angels themſelves have their titles,” bur they- 4re No 
higher then' winds and flames, Pſa 194.

the Apoſtle and High Prieſs of our profeſſion , Chriſt Teſt, 
who 28s faithful to him that appointed bim, as alſo Moſes was 
faithful in all his houſe ;, for thu man was accounted worthy 
of more glory then Moſes, in as much as he who bath build- 
ed the houſe, hath more. honour then the houſe. For every 
houſe # built by ſome, but he that built all things # God, 
#ud Moſes werily was faithful. in bis houſe as @ Servant, for 
a teſtimony of thoſe things which were to be ſpoken after, 
but Chriſt, as a Son over hs own houſe, whoſe houſe are 


e , if we hold faſt the Confidence , and the rejoycing of 


hope, firm unto the end. From all which I gather this un- 
deniable Maxime , "That although Afoſes had in his time the 
greateſt | honours conferred on him, in reward of his fidelity, 
towards Almighty God, yet he 1s ſtill termed a Servant ; bur 
when any thing is ſpoken of Chriſt, when brought to pub- 
lick. view, by way of compariſon, with the greateſt of the 
Heroes before him, he is preferred before themall, as a Son, 
the eldeſt Son, and Maſter of the Famuly ; fo that now we 
ſee plainly the reaſon of this appellation. "The Son, as a learned 
father, ſaith, upon theſe words, Chriſtum ante Angels pretulit 
nunc + Moyſi quem Fudei,' facili putarent Hngelis preftare 
quos Scriptura non - Amicos (ut Molem) ſed miniftros vocar. 
1t: is true, that: what was ſpoken of Moſes , may be faid of 
Jeſus. Chriſt ; but that- which 15:ſpoken of Jeſus Chriſt, cannot 
properly be ſaid of Moſes. | 

The Jews that did believe Jeſus to be the Chriſt, and 
the Meſlias,, that ſhould come into.the World, yer ſtill were 
very great admiters of Moſes, and of the. reſt of: thoſe 
great men ,. who had the Conduct of affairs, in their ſeveral 


generations,. and were ſometimes mclined to __ Judge an. e-. 


ualiry to. be betwixt Moſes and Chriſt. 'The Apoſtle there- 
7 com tro take them- off from putting- ſo. great a diſhonour 
upon the Captain of their falyation , tells them, thar Chrift 
was counted worthy. of more glory, then Aofes; for though. 
Chriſt was a Servant of- God, as well as Moſes, and a 
Friend of God, as well as Abraham, yet he was to be 
preferred , becauſe he was. a Son; and. the Sons amongſt 
the . Jews. were . preferred before Servants and Friends, 
and the elddſt Son before all the Family ; fo Chriſt being 
dhe eldeſt Son, the firſt begotten among many brethren, 


to. 
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ES 
to him is given the preheminence; the Jews, though reduced to 
the obedience of faith, yet through the habit of a different Edu- 
cation, were unwilling to forſake the great veneration they had for 
their great Conductors, to whom they gave more honour and re- 
fpe&t, than they did to the Angels themſelves ; for they termed 
them the Friends of God : but the Angels, thoſe Celeſtial Beings, 
were onely termed Gods Servants. Sothat it 1s very probable, that 
when the Apoſtle prefers Chriſt before the Angels,it was a Doctrin 
that they were more caſily induced to believe ; and therefore after 
he had given undeniable reaſons to convince them, that the Sonſhip 
of the Meſſias did intitle him to more glory and honour, than 
Gods holy Angels, he comes to give themrhe like arguments, to 
oblige them to believe this Sonſhip of Chriſt intitles him to more 
glory than Moſes himſelf, ro whoſe Law they gave ſuch venera- 
tion,inſomuch that they thought none could be ſaved but thoſe that 


did obſerve it, As 15.1. And ſreang that they had ſuch an eſteem- 


for Meoſes,it would be a matter of difficulty to make them to believe 


the preheminency of JeſusChriſt above him. Therefore the Apoſtle, . 


in theſe firſt ſix Verſes of the third Chapter of the Hebrews, endea- 


vours upon the account of the Sonſhip of Chriſt, to manifeſt him- 


to be worthy of more glory than Moſes, who though he was Gods 


Fayourite, and faithful in Gods Houſe, yet it was as a Servant ;. 
but Chriſt, he was not onely God's Favourite, . and (notonely }. 


faithfulin the houſe of God asa Servant,  butalſoasa Son. 


2. I am now come to ſhew you why he is called, in my Text; 
The Son of Man. There are ſeveral reaſons for this. 


I. That being Man, he might know our miſeries, and how he 


might ſuccour them that are tempted ; which he could not have 
done, had not God conſtituted him a faithful and a merciful 


High Prieſt, 1n things appertaining to his Divine Majeſty, in or-- 


der to make reconciliation for the {ins of the people: ,, For it is ir- 
rational to. conclude, that this great deſign could have been ef- 
fected, had not Chriſt been in all things made like uto his brethren; 
for by this means, Jeſusthe Son of Man was made obnoxious to 


the like ſufferings and temptations that Man lies under ; and rhere-- 


fore being made like unto Maa in all things (fin onely excepted ) he 


is able to ſupport and carry usthrough temptations, .and ſuccour us | 


inthe hour of trial. 


It isa natural Maxim, that none:can- be conceived to be more- 
mclined to ſhow.compaſlion to thoſe that are objectsof pity, than - 
thoſe.

thoſe that are and have been compaſied with ſorrows and tempta- 
tions. Hence it is, that Chriſt took ret on him the nature'of Angels, 
but the (ted of Abrahan, Heb: 216,17, 18. - For verily:(anh 
St. Paul) he took not cs him the nature of Angels, but he took upon 
him the ſeed of Abraham : that is, he” laid not- hold of Angels as 
they fell, and were carried away capuve from him, to fave or ref- 
cue them from ruine, or to bring them our of captiviry, but onely 
to men doth he extend this favour of reſcuingiand fzyvmg them 
from ruine. Wherefore ( faith the fame Apoſtle, wer. 17. ) in' all 
things it behoved him to be made like unto hi brethren, that he might 
be a merciful and afaithful high Prieſ# in things pertaining to God, 
ro make recorciliation for the ſins of the Pg From which words 
we may ſee, that it was not the deſign of God, that Teſts Chriſt 
his Son, by an Eternal Generation, ſhould - come' 1n an Angelical 
guiſe orglory, but in ahumbleſuffering condition, that he qughr 
be better qualified ro have compatilion on thoſe who are in a fall®n 
condition ; and the Sons of men are not thereby onely aſſured, 
that Jeſus Chriſt ( as the Apoltle ſtileth him, Row. 9. 1, God 
bleſſedfor ever) will with all fidelity diicharge his Ofhce of a mer- 
ciful and faithful high Prieft, but according to the molt exact 
meaſures'and rules follicite our cafe' before Almighty God, and by 
this means obtain relief for our neceſfiities.' So verſe 18. Fer that he 
himſelIFhath ſuffered, being tempted, he is able to ſuccour them that 
are tempted. For that it 1s undoubredly true, that the doleful af- 
flictions that our (deareſt Redeemer underwent, do with ah bigh 
hand make it appear, it was Gods deſign then, that his Son ſhould 
be compeſſionate by the unparallePd experience of temptations, he 
thould be inclined to relieve and ſuccour all rhat fall into rempta- 
tions ard-afflictions, that attend the beſt of men'on this fide the 
- | Eftius- faith” plainly, Whereas the holy Apoſtle faith, That 'he 
might be a merciful high Prieſt, we was, Ut condoleret miſeria ne- 
fra, & ex eo comiſerations affetin cauſam noſtram fideliter, & ex 
animo apud Deum ageret : he enim partes erant Pontificis quas 
Chriſt ns praſtare non potuit niſi nature & conditions noſtr par- 
ticeps efſet, cum multss alizs, Oc.

So thatwe have not onely the teſtimony of the Apoſtle, and the 
Learned of ſubſequent Ages, bur alſo reaſon plaimly points'at*the

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him.the ſreedof- Abraham, and was therefore ſtiled the Son of Man, 
was, that he might ſuccour them that are tempted. © 

2. That;he might deliver. them from the power and fear of 
death, both of which were the diſmal conſequencesof the tranſyreſ- 
ſon of our firſt Parents. Bur of theſe in their Orders.

You may eaſily call ro mind what 4damentailed upon his poſte- 
rity, by his negle& of eating of the Tree of life, and Ly cating the 
forbidden fruit, even cternal death, under which the generality of 
Mankind were held,till the coming of the Son of Maa in the fulnefs 
of time. As in the firſt Adom all men die, ſo inthe ſecond all ſhall 
be made alive, x Cor. 15. 21. By the miſcarriage of our firſt Pa- 
rents, way was made for a deſign of our Enemy the Devil, 
to holdus urder death. Now therefore it is apparent, that the end 
of Chriſts coming in the fleſh, and becoming the. Son . of Man, 
was z77293,, to aboliſh, or totake away all force and power, and 
and to. fruſtrate the dchgn of the Devil, as the phraſe zamgy ay 

* H@627o1, doth import, and cancel that Teſtament, by which,  up- 
on the, agcount of {in, men coming into the world, were bound 
.over:to death. But Chrilt, he being the Son of Man, delivered 
' Mankind frometernal death. For although by Chriſts death, rem- 
poral death. 1s not taken away, yet it 15 deprived of that reigning 

_ Power over man, as St. Paul elſe-where ſaith, Rom. 5. 17. For if 
by one mans offence death reigned, by one man, &c. of which reign- 

. ing power, I ſay, death 1s deveſted, and fo of itsſting, and victori- 
. ous progreſs, Hence that of St. Paul,'1. Cor. t5. 55,56, 57. O 
death where x thy ſting, O grave where 3s thy vidtory. The ſting of 

. death is ſin, and theſtrength of ſin. is the Law.. But, thanks be to 
God, who hath givenus the victory through our Lord Feſws Chriſt, 

. who got the victory over death for us. For it 1s apparent, that 
Chriſt. overcoming the ſharpneſs of death, did reſcue mari from the 
power of death, fo that it is 1mpoflible for man to be for ever held 
underit. From- all which we may ealily gather this, that Chriſtians, 
or Believers, who are to be brought to Heaven by Chriſt, are here 
in humane fleſh and fiifferings. And ſeeing that Brethren, or Fel- 
Tow-children, are of like natures, Chriſt therefore, whois called-our 
Elder- 


. 
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Elder-Brother, is declared to have part with us in fleſh and ſuffer- 
ings, to this very end and purpoſe, that he might fruſtrate and make 


void the deſign of him that was our enemy from the beginning : 


(which was to keep men under death and its raging power) and to 
reſcue man from the grave: fo that as in Adam all did, foinhim, 
the ſecond Adam,all might be made alive. 


2. From the fear of death. When Chriſt came into the world,and 
did deſign toeſtabliſh another Law amongſt the ſons of men ; upon 


which account he could not but expe&t, that becauſe of the different 


nature of this Inſtitution from that which they lived under, and the 
corrupt difpoſitions that they had contracted by reaſon of ſin, thar 
this his Law would be oppoſed, and the Profeſlors of this new Law 
would be perſecuted : therefore like a great exemplar of true cou- 
rage, he ſuffers theſe experiences of temptation: and affliction with- 
in his own Soul, to this end, thathe might ſympathize with, and de- 
liver them 2yho through fear of death ere in their life-1ime ſubje& 
70 bondage. And therefore our Apoſtle St. Paul here layeth it as a 
foundation of comfort to them that dreaded perſecutions, becauſe 
they fear death. Now that they might be able to go onin the obe- 
dience of faith, andact hke Champions in their ſeveral ſtations, 
and fight manfully againſt the oppoſers of his Goſpel, viz. the De- 
vil, the World, and the Fleſh, the Apoſtle affures them, that Chriſt 
hath redeemed them from death. O death, I will be thy plagues, 
( Hoſ. 12. 14.) O grave, I will be thy deftruttion. Therefore if 
any be under any preſſures of ſpirit, upon the account of the pro- 
feffion of Chriſtian Religion, though they do not out-live and en- 
joy the promiſe of deliverance here in this life, they ſhall riſe again 
roeternal joy and felicity through him that loved them, and gave 
himſelf for them, and is riſen again from the dead, and is become 
the firſt fruits of them that ſlept. Therefore the Apoſtle, Heb. 2. 
15. faith, that Chriſt did take our nature, in order to deliver 
them ho through fear of death were all their life-time ſubje& to 
bondage. From which I neceflarily conclude, that the reaſon why 
the Meſſias was the Son of Man, was, that he might take away 
the fears of perſecution, and death it ſelf, which makes men 1o 
cowardly, and keeps them in ſuch awe, that 1s, in a moſt un- 
chriſtian and fervile condition, whillt they ſee no hopes of delive- 
rance. Therefore Chriſtians arc, by the ſame Apoſtle, Heb. 1 2.1,2,2. 
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admoniſhed, that: in thoſe affictions that fo eaſily , beſet 
men, they lay ahde all worldly.love and fear that may incum- 


ber them in their Chriſtian race, and in order to this to look 
unto Chriſt Jeſus, who hath'in himfelf endured the higheſt 
aſictioas., -and will be fare to crown their ſufferings with 
the greateſt rewards,if they follow him with ' all perſeye- 
rance and. patience ; therefore let them'conſider his pati- 
ence, inenduring fach notorious contradittions againſt him- 
ſelf, by which they might not faint,nor be wearied intheir 


_ minds: Wherefore (faith he) we berng encompaſſed about 


with ſo great a cloud of witneſſes, let us lay afide every weight 


 and- fin which do ſo eaſily beſet us, and let us run with 'p4- 


tience the race which is ſet before us, Looking unto Feſur the #u- 


thor and finiſher of our faith, who , for the joy that was: ſor be- 


fore him, endured the croſs, deſpiſing. the ſhame, and u ſet dowy 
at the right hand of the throne of .

I. What is to be underſtood by the word Save ? Here 
two things are to be conſidered, 

Firſt, What thoſe Evils were from which Chriſt came to 
fave that which was loſt, 

Secondly, What Priviledges he came to inyeſt them 
withall; for it is taken for granted, that the holy and wiſe 


-God did not deſign that Jeſus Chriſt ſhould come into the 


world only to deliver man out of the eſtate of periſhing 
eternally, but alſo to qualifieman for the enjoymentsof ſuch 
Priviledges and Immunities as were conſiitent with a Crea- 
tor. to confer, and a creature to poſſels. I ſhall begin with 
the firſt Conſideration. | : 

Firſt, What thoſe inconveniencizs and dangers wre,from 
which Jeſis Chriſt did come to ſave man; and of theſe in the 


order as follows, |

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1. To ſave man from the Law, to bring him out fron: 
ander thoſe diſpenſations, by which he conld not reap: any 
advantage inorder to the remiffion of his ſins; for the firſt 
terms being broke with God by man, they had-no room left 
them for repentance,by which they-might obtain everlaſting; 

Neither did Moſzs's$Law give or procure 
pardon of in , it being a Law that was weak and infirm , 
now then if this he given us for granted, it will follow,

parent,that there was reaſon for the aboliſhing of this Laiy, 
becauſe it was ſo unable through mans. weakneſs to do that 


which was deſigned: to do,»iz. the expiation of,or cleanſing: 


us from-ſin. Hence it is that St. Pawb tells us, Heber, 5, 18. 
For thre is verily a diſunnulling- of the commandment” going be- 
fore, for the weakneſs and unprofitableneſs thereof. Lex- mor x- 


lis non potuit expiare, nec ceremonialis ſanftificare. Now theſe: 


Lawes v e-e not deſigned by Almighty God'to effect the par-- 
don of fin, he giving moſt of them for a puniſhment for- 
fin : Wherefore then ſerveththe Law ? ſaith the Apoſtle,Gal. 
3+ 19. i w4s added becauſe of tranſgreſſions. And'1t was g1- 


ven as a judgment upon the people of 1/341, as you may * 


ſee, Ezzk. 20. 24,25. Becauſe they had not executed my judg- 


ments, but had deſpiſed my ſtatutes, and had polluted my * ſab-.

this God ( who thisthath manifeited/hisTove tothetninhis 
Son, whonr he:fent:to. fave that which was :loſt- with all 
unfeignednels and; fulneſs:of: Faith, reforming: their: dives, 
and conforming: their:iwills according to the Rules of the 
-Word of: this Reconb6aliation, which I now Preach; that 
thoſe afflictions and dangers, that may: appear; might.not 
<auſe them tb-waver-intheir conformity to:the Laws af-this 
Feſus, who came to ſave fallen Man from:Sn and'Satan, to 
tranſlateto the happy ſtate of being the-SonofGod through 

Faithin him; which brings me tothe ſecond Parncular; 
2. A ſecond priviledge that Chriſt came co: inveſt men 
withal/was the Adoptioniof 'Sons ; for:as hecameto-bring

men to the friendſhip of God,. and to reconcile them to that 
God from whom they were gone aſtray,and againſt whom they 
had acted open hoſtility, . ſo he came to renew a Relation in man 
.to God; tothis end did he deliver man from the Yoke of tac 
Law, that he might become a Son of God, fce Gal. 4. 4.5. 1» 
the fulneſs of time God ſent his Son made of a Woman under th- 
Law, to redeem them that were under the Law, that we might r<- 
cejve the adoption of Sons, It 1s true,*lan was the Son of God by 
Creation , bat here is'a new Way, that Chriſt retrieves this 
Relation (forfeited by Sin and Diiobcdience)of Man to God, 
by: contriving his Redemption. by his Blood, and defigning his 
Eternal Salvation inthe World to:come, upon the pertormance 
of thoſe duties to which he is. obliged by vertne of the Redem- 
ption. Chriſt purchaſed for/him.: And to this end that he may 
be ſecured ,, that Almighty-God owns this. his Relation, he 
hath given himrche ſpirit of Adoption, whereby th2y cry, 4bba 
Father; ſo that by this ſtate of Sonſhip to God,they are deſigned 
to: be: delivered by Chriſt from the ſpirit of Bondage, again 
_ to fear; for it is evidently true, that thoſe who were even in 
a. Zewiſh ſtate, and-therefore might have a great right to the 
Promiſes of God, Rom. 9. 4. .were {o far from being the Sons 
of God, that at the beſt they were bur in a ſervile condition 
for. they were obliged to thoſe Performances which were Slaviſh, 
and being but external, had nothing at all of any internal pgood- 
neſs in them;' and theſe were done meerly for tear of ditobey- 
ing and being puniſhed with ſtoning, and the like, which is the 
condition of Slaves, who muſt do what the Maſter commands, 
or be beaten if they perform it not ; and if this were the ſtate 
and condition of the Fews,in what a Predicamont the Gentiles 
were, 1 leave it to the judgment of rational men? Certainly 
their cofition muſt be more baſe and ſervile, having little or 
no knowledge of God amongſt them; therefore their Engage- 
ments to the performances of the Religion that was propoſed 
in the Law of. Nature, muſt not come near for eminency to 
thoſe which the Fews had ; butChrift, our Lord, who is above 
all, God bleſſed for ever, hath engaged and drawn manwi:h 
more liberal Bands ; the Commands that he layeth upon Man, 
are ſweet and pleaſant, His yoke is eafie, and his burden light, 
Matt. 11..29. 30. his Cords are the Cords of a Man, and his 
Bands the Bands of Love: In a word, they are ſuch as we can- 
Not but judge to be moſt reaſonable, and moſt agreeable with 
human nature, and to them 1s added, as to Sons, all fuchpro- 
miſes of love and kindneſs, as may oblige man to-aCt like a 
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Frigcc 18 his flation, and run on in the courſe of obſerving theſe 
Commands; nay, the diſobeying of theſe Commands, are not 
attended with ſuch ſervile puniſhments, as of Stoning, andthe 
like; but Paternal, as Suſpenſion from Church Fellowſhip and 
Communion, which do not tend to Mans deſtruction, but his 
reformatioa ; not to the killing of the Body, but to the ſaving 
of the Soul, in the day of the Lord : Now of this Sonſhip 
we have ſufficient evidence,i2 that they have deſigned for them, 
by Chriſts coming into the World, the Spirit of Adoption, 
which Chriſt did purchaſe for Man, ſee Rom. 8. 15. Ye have 
mot received the Spirit of Bondage again to fear, but ye have res 
ceived the Spirit of Adoption, wher:by we cry Abba Father, which 
Spirit, ( though received by none, but by thoſe that believe, 
yet deſigned for all thoſe that Chriſt came to ſave, and thoſe 
in que time ſnall be diſcovered ; but Iet us inquire a little fur- 
ther into- theſe words, the Spirit ) off Adoption, whereby we 
cry Abba Father , this Spirit is a diſpoſition of Soul formed in. 
Man by God, whercoy he expreſlſeth his confidence and de-. 
pendence on God's kindneſs to him as a Father, to look.up-" 
on Gad as tender in his dealings with the Sons. of Men, :and' 
rich in hisEvangelical Promiſes, and Offers of Grace and-Fa-. 
vours in oppoſition to a more ſervile State, under which Men: 
were before Chriſt came to ſave that which 'was loft : This. 
Spirit is called the Spirit of Chriſt; ſee Gall. 4c 6. Ant be. 
rauſe ye are Sons, God bath ſtint the Spirit of bis Son into your 
bearts, crying Abba Father. Fromall which, I gather this, thar 
Mamw's Relation to God as a Son, 2ppears in this, that he hath: 
ſent the Spirit of Chriſt into their Hearts, by which they have 
power given them to call upon God,and are enabled'to make 
their addreſſes to him, not only as God, but as their Father, 
the Goſpel of our ever blef.ed Redeemer aſluring: them that- 
they are no longer under any ſervile condition of being bound: 
to any legal obſervances, but that God will deal with them 
( provided: they keep the terms of Faith and Obedience) ac- 
cording tothe Pronitles made tothe Father of the Faithful,and; 
will juſtifie them upon the aforeſaid Terms, without-thoſe 
' Deeds of the Law :/ And: for a further confirmation of this, 
we ſhall find the Apoſtle St. Paxl; Rom. 8.. 16. to. ſay, The- 
Spirit is ſelf bearethwitnefs with our Spirit, that we are the Chil: 

dren of God, | | |

And if chil- 
dren.then beirs, heirs of God, joint bears with Chrit, Now this 
priviledge of mans being deligned to the Inheritance by the 
coming of Chriſt into the World, is further apparcat, from 
theſe fix Confiderations. 

Firit, God hath prepared it for them ; for it is apparert that 


when it pleaſed God to ſend his own Son into the orid,to teach 


the Sons of men what good things he had intended them 3 he 
alſo did give, his great Delegate power to inform the World 
what good was provided for them upon the condition of their 


' ©fedience to thoſe things he'ts pleaſed ro propoſe in his holy 
"Goſpel, they have. great aſſurances of enjoying: See 1 Cor. 2 9. 


Eye hath not ſzen, nor ear beard, neither hath it entred into the bzart 
of man to conceive the things that God hath prepared for them that 
love bim. And as love is the condition here of enjoying theſe 
great and good things prepared, in expreſs terms, ſo let me tell 
you, it implies all manner of obedience to the Goſpel, which is 
offered and preached, together with the good things therein 
contained, which man may enjoy, becauſe prepared, if.he doth 
not render himſelf incapable through diſobedience; for certain 
it is that man, by virtue of this deſign, is an heir not only of the 
good things of this life, whether temporal or ſpiritual, but al- 
ſo of that which is tocome; and if an heir,thenr's certain that 
this inheritance is provided for him, and this proviſion or pre- 
Paration that is thus made, is made by virtue of Chriſts coming 
into the World, 


_ Secondly, Chriſt*s coming into the World, and fulfilling the 


Will of God, purchaſed this inheritance for Man; therefore the 
Kingdom of Heaven is called a purchaſed poſleſhon, it was 
bought for man,& that by the blood of the Son of God,et with 
fiver and gold, or with things corruptible,but with the. pretious blood 


of the Son 72ſt Chriſt, as St. Peter ſaith, x1 Pet. 1. 19. and St. 


Pant in plain terns, calleth it 2 parchaſed poſſeſſion, Eph. 1. 14. 
Thirdly, It is promiſed to man, and therefore he is an; heir 
dy virtue of the promiſe of an holy Gad,for whom # is impoſſible 
eo lye, Hebr. 6.18. and will undoubtedly perform this promiſe, 
provided man acceptethof it upon the terms it is offered; it .is 
entailed upon man by an Oath of a God that changeth not , ſo 


that man hath good ſecurity from Almighty God of this inheri- 


tance, by virtue of this promiſe, which 1s confirmed by Chriſts 
coming into the World to fave that which was lot,

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4. They have all the means of grace tending therennto, they 
have the Goſpel preached in words adapted to their capacity, 
and means by which they may come to the knowledge of God,in 
order to their fill fruition, and perfett enjoyment of this glo- 


rions inheritance; and as nature doth nothing in vain,ſo God: 


in his great goodnels deſigns all and every of the means of 


grace, to tend to the effectual enjoyment of glory and bliſs in 


another World, 

5. They have deſigned for them the earneſt of the Spirit 
of Go{l,which is the earnelt of this purchaſed polleflion,which 
if they do nor quench or oppole in the Miniſtry of the Word 
and Sacraments.it doth enlighten their underſtanding, and. in- 
form them of the height and depth, and length and breadth of 
the mercies of God in reference to another life, and that Spj-- 
rit which beareth witneſs in their hearts, that they are or may 
be Sons of God, the ſame Spirit alſo beareth witneſs, that they. 
are or may be heirs, and that an inheritance is deſigned forthem; 


and that man may be poſleſſor of this carneſt of his inheritance- 


thus deſigned by the coming of Chriſt into the World, Got 


hath given in his Word ſuch a power and energy of this ſpirit. 
to attend it, that unleſs he be wilfully obſtinate, and ſhutteth, 


his eyes againft the truth revealed in this Goſpel,” he cannot: 
Otherwiſe chooſe but receive the ſame ; and receiving tlie ſame, | 
he receiveth the Spirit in ſome degree or other, by which hes 
ſecured of this inheritance thus revealed-in the Goſpel of aur 
Lord Chriſt. 

6. Some havethis inheritance already in pofſeſſion, by virtue

God door may enjoy ; for it is plain that.it was a. ſtate ſo de-. 
feCtive by this, that none could ever enjay the hopes of Heaven, 
by any means it could” afford in order thereunto;, but to - 
take away the evil ſtate of affairs into. which man was introdu- 
ced by the tranſgreſſion of 4damzin the fulneſs of time Gad 
ſent his Son into the World, to ſave man from this ruine. 

Apain, 1t .cannot be conceived by any man that will but 
conſult the dictates of reaſon, that it ſhon{d be the pleaſure 
of the moſt high and holy God to lay a neceſſity of ſinning 
upon-.Ad#n, or -upon 2ny of his poſterity, becauſe from that. 
time to the very appearing of the. ever bleſsed- Jefus in the - 
world, he by thoſe. laws he propoſed to the {ons of men, .hath - 
Furey innocency. of life, repentance and. holineſs; .and whep - 
Telus did appear,, alf the, means of, attaining a happy end * 
were provided , even {ach means as were conliſtent., with the -

1. How far the Scriptures do with an high hand prove it; 
thoagh I now ſpeak with great grief, that it is a DoQtrine that 


hath been looked on by ſome to be a meer novelty, even * | 


thoſe whom I reſpect for their Learning and Piety, thou 
true it.is, that many good men have oppoſed this great Truth, 
yet their believing to the contrary, never made them ſo; for 
certainly their holineſs in their practices doth oppoſe their 
Errors in their Judgments; in reference to this particufar', 
1 will therefore begin with thoſe Scriptures which in plain 
terms do prove this Doctrine laid down by me in this Dif- 
courſe, | 

Conſider the ſaying of our ever bleſſed Lord to Nicodemns, 
John 3. 16. So God loved the World , that he gave bis .onely 
begotten Son, that whoſoever believed on bim, ſhould not periſh, but 
mioht bave everlaſting life. By the word World here we muſt 
underſtand the Poſterity of Adam (to whom God the Father 
was pleaſed to ſhew this favour of ſending his Son) good and 
bad; for trae it is, that the Wicked of the world, are. ſome- 
times put fer the whole World, as 1 Foh.5. 19. We know we 
are of Godl, and the whole World lyeth in wickedneſs ;, in which 
words the World repreſents to us only the Wicked in the 
World, who in reſpect of their vaſt Numbers and Multitudes, 


and the inconſiderable number of the Godly, are termed the - 


whale World ; but more frequently the word World compre- 
hends Good and Bad, be they many or'few, but never uſed 
for the Elect or Godly Party confidered by themſelves. and 
then conſider this Particle boſo-ver, which ſetteth forth. the 


univerſality of the grace of God to Mankind. in giving his | 


Son Chriſt Jeſus to the World. 


For certain itis, that this Particle would appear very unne- 


cellary, were it not that we underſtand by the word World, 


the whole Poſterity of Adam; and it would deyeſt the whole | 


Verſe now recited, of its ſence. = |. | 

Again, conſider the 'Cgntext, as firſt the: two precedent 
Verſes, 4s Moies lifted up the Serpent in the Wilderneſs, even ſo

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Soulg- not periſh, but have everlaſting life. Now when it plca- 
ſed God to dire&t Aoſes to make a Brazen Serpent, ahd lift 
it up, he did'it not with an intent only of healing a few per- 
ſons, but that whoſoever did look upon it, ſhould be healed 
by it, Nz#+, 21. 8. So Chriſt, who was ſent into the World 
to ſave Man, was not ſent to ſome few, nor lifted up on the 
Croſs for ſome few, but lifted up that all might look upon 
him with an eye of Faith, and live, 

Then conſider the following Verſe, For God: ſent wot bis Sou 


'* t#þ condemy the World: Now 1t is impoſlible to expound the 


word World here, to be the Elect, but all Men,, who by fin: 
were in a ſtate of Condemaation, till 7-4 Chrift came into 
the World-; therefore the taking the word World in this. 
ſence doth ſet forth and magntie the love of our holy and' 
good God , for certainly it cart appear-ſo lovely in the ap- 
prehenſions of Men, when intended but for a few, in reſpect 
of the Sons of Adzm, as when deſigned to be extended to all. 

Again, conſider how God in all the Holy Scziptures hath 
been.pleaſed" to expreſs himſelf to have abandance of grace, 
ſweetness, love, mercy, pity, and kindneſs, to hate nothing - 
that he 'hath made, - and wills the ſalvation of them, that die-

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Dy f obſerve that this judicious and reverend Divine doth not ter-

means. doth render Jeſus, Chriſt to ſpeak that which was con- 
ſiſtent with the Intentions, Decrees, and Predeterminations 
of the moſt High God, who before Chriſt did appear in the 
World, had manifeſted himſelf to be gracious and merciful in 
pardoning fins and tranſgreſſions.

Another Text appears allo ready to vindicate the trath of 
this Propoſition now in debate, 2nd that is the words cf St. 
Paul in his Epiſtle to Timothy, 1 Tim.2.1,243,4,5,6. I exbort 
therefore that firſt of all ſupplicatians, prayers , interc:ſſions , aud 
giving of thanks be made for all men, for Kings, and for all that 
are in authority, that under them we may lead a quiet and peace- 
able life in all gadlineſs and honeſty , for this is acceptable zn the ſight 
of God our 8 avionr, Who will have ,all men to be ſived, and come to 
the knowledge cf the truth ; for there is one God, and one Mediator 
berwixt God and man, th: man Chriſt Feſis,, who gave himſelf a 
ranſom for all, In which words conſider the duty enjoined, and 
that we find in the firſt Verſe expreſſed, where St. Paul adviſeth 
Timothy, and all thoſe that were committed to his charge and 
care, that not only in publick, but in private, Supplicarions be 
made, for averting all things that were hurtful either to ſoul or 
body : iecondly, Prayer, in order to obtain ail good things that 
were neceſlary : and thirdly, Interceſſion for others, and 
Thanklſgivings for mercies already received ; and this not only 
for themſelves, but alſo for all Mankind. In the 2d J'erſe this 
Apoſtle is more particular in his charze,and wills trat the afore- 
going Office be made for the Civil Magutratez and what fort 
of men Civil Magiſtrates were, when this Epiſtlz was written, 
you may caſily judge, if you conſultthe Hiſtory of the Church :. 
yet the Church was to perform thoſe good. Offices for them ; 
And why ſo ? Becauſe to them we owe all our peaceable living 
12 any Place inthe exerciſe of Religion, anda virtuous Life ; and 
therefore it was then, and is nov but reaſon, that Prayers and 
Thankfgivings fhould be made for them. And -.how 1s this 
made good? For this is acceptable in the fight of God our Sawzanr,, 
that is, this is that which God Almighty unlcr the moſt Sacred, 
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diſpenſation of liis Goſpel requires at our hands, he having 
enjoined us hv his Son, the ever bleed Teſus. to pray for our 
Enemies here, enjoins us by the holy Apoſtle, to. pray for Magi- 
* ſtrates, even for thoſe thar perſecute his Church, whether they 
be H:2th2ns, Fews, Turks, or in any particular unbelieving, and 
that becauſe he gives us his moſt holy example of detiring the 
ſalvation of all men ; and-in order to this he hath provided 
ſach powerful and efftetual means to brinz them to a Refor- 
nation of their Lives, though never ſo wicked,and now to en- 
tertain the Goſpel of his Son; and for this he gives this rea- 
fon, that there is but one God wio deſigns the good of all, and 
one Mediator and Peacemater between God and man, even he 
that hath taken our common nature upon him, and in it dyed 
for ail thoſe whoſe nature he aſſumed, the man Chriſt Jeſus. 

Conſider elſe how weak the Apoltles Argument will appear, 
by which he periuades Chriſtians to perform thole duties for 
all men, if fo bs that Chriſt in coming to ſave that which was 
loſt, did not deſign and intend the falvation of ail and every 
man; for certain tis, that itis as lawful for me or any man to- 
pray for the recovery of the fallen Angels out of their diſmal 
Kate of darknefs,as for tho men whom God in Chriſt did ne-. 
ver deſign nor intend to fave when he came into the World. 

Another Teſtimony that ſpeaks ery plain in vindication of 
this Propoſition, is that of St. Paul, 2 Cor. 5. 14.15. For the 
love of Ctrift conſtraineth us, b2cauſe we this judge, that if ou? died 
for all, th:a were all dead, and that be dizd for all, that they which 
live, ſhould not henceforth live unto themſelves, but uato bim which 
died for them, aud roſe again. The Apoſtle here tcacheth us, 
that mans love to Teſus Chriſt is founded on his to ns, and: hath 
in it an obliging power to make us do whatſoever it will have ns, 
making this Argument from this certain Truth of Chriſts ha- 
ving dyed for all men, that then certainly all men were ſinners, 
lapſed into a loſt ſtate, and ſo without hope; that unleſs ſome 
means had been uſed to recover them, they mult have periſhed 
toeternity. Another place worth our ſerious confideration,is 
that of Heb.2 9.For we ſee Feſnr,who was made a little lower than 
be Angels, for the ſuffering of death,crowned with glory and honor, 
that he by the grace of God fhould taſte death for every may, From 
all which I gather this undouhted Truth, that the great deſign 
of Almighty God in the humiliation of the Mefſias for a while, 
even to the death of theCrofs,was for the Redemption ofall and 
every of the ſons and daughters of Adam; for if we conſider ra- 


tionally the import of this Clauſe,we cannot judge of the atone- 
- ment 
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,ment made by Chriſt to be for any fewer than thoſe that lay 
under the diſmal conſequences of A4zm*s Tranſgrefſion; for 
the words ſhery that the Lord Chriſt, thongh cloathed with a 
body of fleſh, wherein he was capabie of dyingas well as other 
men, yet did not ſiffer death ſimply, through the malice of his 
Enennes, but upon an account far ſuperior unto thoſe ; for the 
Apoſtle attributes his death to the gracz of God;thar b2,throngh 
the grace if God ;, that is, through the love and gracious affe*t1- 
ons of God, not towards forme, or a few, no, nor yet towards 
all men col!e&tively taken, but towards alt men diftributively tz- 
ken, that 1s, towards every particular and individual -perſon, 
<& ev, faith the Holy Ghoſt, for every man; that 1s, to 
procure eternal redemption and falvztion for every man, with- 
out the excluſion of any: confider 2 Cor. 5. 19. 1 Foha 2.2. 
2 Pet. 3.9. 2 Pet. 2, rt. and many other places atyour leiſure. 
Inow come to ſhew what rational Arguments may be nſed,in 
order to aclear diſcovery of the Truth of the Point in hand,and 
of thoſe in their order, | : 
1+ Becauſe God hath not determined the deſtruCtion of any 
man, but defires the ſalvation of all, and every man; for cer- 
tain it is, that man, or thoſe men, cannot be properly faid to 
be loſt in the fence of our Lord Chriſt, if fo be God had deter- 
mined their eternal ſtate of miſery ab aterzo; but that I may be 
plain inthe proſecution of this Argument, I will lay it thus; IF 
God hath determined the deſtraction of no man, but would 
have all men to be ſaved, then he ſent his Son to fave all men, 
but God hath determined the deſtruction of no man, but would 
haveall men to be ſaved, therefore he ſent his Son to fave allmen. 
As to the firſt Propofition of this Argument, it is apparent 
that all Gods aCtions are ſutable to kis deſires and deſigns, ef- 
pecially when ſpoken of in reference to the Redemption of 
man; and if ſo be we can but perſuade you to beconvinced' of 
this great Truth, that God deſires the ſalvation of all men,and 
determines the deſtruction of no man, then it will follow that 
God, in point of wiſdom and honour, would appointa way for 
the redemption and ſalvation of all men-; even when his Son 
came into the World, 2s the moſt proper means or mans r2co- 
very, God then in him would appear actually to ſhewmercy un- 
to thoſe whoſe ſalvation he did thus deſign. 
As to the ſecond Propoſition that God determines, the de- 
ſtru&ion of no man, but wonld 'have all men to be faved, will 
be made appear by many infallible demonſtrations, and thoſe } 
will-offer to-yorÞ7 in their place as follows: 4 36 of 
P, 3 7 Te 
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1. It is inconſiſtent with the holineſs of God to determine 
any mans deſtruction, without reſpect to ſin; for it is apparent, 
that if God hath abſolutely determin'd the deſtruftion of ſome 
Men, then it follows, that he determin*d them to ſuch a ſtate 
of 1in, in order to their ſufferings ; now this 1s altogether in- 
conſiftent with the holineſs that God requires from us, and 
much more, with that which is moſt pure in himſelf; you 
know, that for a man to be an acceſſary to lin, ſtands as guil- 
ty in the ſight of God, as if he were a Principal, and much 
more, if he ſhould neceſſitate a man to any irregularity ; now if 
this be not to be charged upon a rational Man, let us not charge 
it upon a Rightecus, and holy Ged, who cannot behold ir1- 
quity without Judging, and therefore is far from determi- 
mng any Man to fin, which neceſiarily follows, if he abſolute- 
ly from all eternity hath determined him to puniſhment, 

2.1It is inconſiſtent with Gods mercy, and alio with thoſe ex- 
prefſions of mercy to Mankind, to determine any Mans ruine, 
nay It is a part of his title, Gracious and Merciful, Eo, 
34. 6. and in the New Teſtament he ha:h declared him'cIf 
to be a God, and Father of Love, and God orall Conſolation; 
Job. 4. 16. 2 Cor, 1.3. ' A Saviour of all Men, 1 Tim. 4. to; 
I hu be puniſheth,it is not wilingly, Lam. g. 33. He is flow to 
agger, but abundant in goodn<ſs, he beftorys '/1dercies every day,but 
inflitis Tudgments now and then, Now this. abſolute- deter- 
mining of Man to cternal puniſhment; 1s inconſiſtent with the 
trequent repreſentations that he makes to us ,of himſelf in 
his Word, and to the experience we have of his kindneſs to- 
wards us; and can we believe that mercy pleaſeth him, when 
he taketh pleaſure in ſuch ſeverities as are not conſiſtent with 
the nature of true mercy, and by this we ſhall render the Moijt 
High a Deſtroyer, and not a Saviour.of Mankind, 

3. Ic is inconliiitent with Gods jaſtice, abſolutely to deter- 
miue the [deſtruction 'of any.Man , Th? Lord is righteous i: all 
hic ways, Plal, 145. The Judgments of the Lord ( faith Solomon) 
ers wiight and meaſine, That 1s, exact without exception ; 
he, is 1 ju{t;-that heappeals to man, and calls him to j=lge 
of his proceedings: Iſa. 5. 3. Fudge 1 pray, you b-tween me and 
my Viazyird, Now to determine the deltruttion of any man 
without the conſideration of ſome perſonal fin or fins of his 
04911, is {0 far fromtuch appeals to human underſtandings, that 
it:ls 1ct to be charged npon God;who acts with men according 
rothe Fav he bath made with them; for 1t is apparent he 
raft lay a acccfli-y of ffhning on them by reaſon of ſuch a 
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4. It is inconſiſtent with God's truth, you know that God 1s 
a God of Truth, Dent, 32, 4, Truth it ſelf, JO. 14.6. If God 
commands obedience, and yer makes man uncapable of obey- 
ioz, hory is this conliftent with the truth of his Commands 
and certainly ſuch an abſolute determination to deſtruttion, 
doth render man wholly uncapable of fulfilling *the Wil of 
God; and if God offers grace to Mankind, and deligns that 
men ſha!] not receive it, how is this conſiſtent with the reality 
of his Offer ; no:y to ofier grace to. all men, yet by means of 
an inevitable Decree of moſt mens periſhing, he doth by this 
render Men under this Decree uncapable of this grace, and in 
that mocketh Men, and will appzar rather to be a God that 
delights in falſhood, than in trith. - Piſcator telleth us roaund- 
ly, Erfi reprebos mandat Deus ut Evangelio credant, nonvult 12- 
men ut credant, This 1s a direful expreiſion 5 and again, 1: 
another place, the ſame Author ſaith, Gratz 121 offertur 4 Dey 
fragulis(licet vocatis Janimo communicandi eam\ſzd folis el:&is,many 
ſach hard expreſſions hatch this Author, by which I apprehend 
the moſt High and true God to be by him charged with ſach 
falſhoods, as are not: to be endured betwixt man and man ; and 
therefore ſceing that neither the Holineſs, Mercy, Juſtice, nor 
Truth of God will admit of this ſtrange Propoſition, thac 
God: ſhould from all eternity. decree the deſtruction of = 
great part of Mankind, then it will follow that the Attributes 
of God mult he highly jaſljhed by our Doctrine, as being 
compatible with itz and if this be given for granted, then we 
have cleared tins ſecond Propoition, that God hath not de-- 
termin'd the deftraction of any man, but would have all men- 
to be faved; and this H2ing proved, I conclude this Argn- 
ment thus, that the Premites being ſure and certain, the Con- 
ctifion that muſt be deduced irom all, 1s, that Jeſus Chriſt 
came to {ave ail Men. |

belieye not. 4. He ufeth all ſuch Arguments of ' Incourage- 


ment as may induce mento believe in Jeſus Chriſt for ſalvation. 

I. God hath commanded all men to believein Jeſus Chriſt, 
ſee As 17. 30. And the times of tbis ignorance God winked at, 
but now b? commandeth all men every where, to repent, and 
cenſcquently to believe, for without Faith there can be no 
true repentance. | | 

HI. God hath promiſed life and ſalvation to thoſe that be- 
heve; for he bath not onely made it his command, but hath 
Promiſed the greateſt Good a Creature is capable of recei- 
ving, Mar. 16. 16. He that believes, and is baptized, ſhall be 
ſaved; and Fob. 3. 16. God ſo loved the World, that whoſoever 
believed in him, fpould net periſh, but have _— life, 

ITI. Hethreatneth damnation to thoſe that believe not ; for 

as he commandeth and promiſcth rewards to thoſe that obey 

his command in this particular, ſo he threatneth puniſhment 
to thoſe that believe not, Mar. 16. 16. He that believeth not 
fall be damned. And our Bleſſed Saviour himſelf faith, He 
that believeth not in the Son of God, the Wrath of God abideth on 
him, aud he (ball not ſee life. 

IV. Goduſeth all ſich Argumentsof Incouragement 2s may 
induce men to believe in Jeius Chriſt tor ſalvation ; ſome- 
times he preſents them with his great love to them, oh.

Son for ſalvation, he hath ſent his Son to 
fave all; for do; but ſhew me the man for whom Chriſt never 
died, and I will ſhew you the man that is not bound to believe. 
on him; I haſten now to draw ſome inferences from the Diſ- 
courſe in general, and ſo-conclude, 

r. Secing that God hath ſent his Son to fave all men, then 
all men are in poſſibility of being faved; for certain it is, that. 
as nature doth nothing in vain, ſo God doth nothing in vain ; 
for he hath not ſent his Son to put men intoa worſe ſtate,thau 
they were in by the Fall of 4dam,but certainly 1n a far better. 

2. This overtirows the Dottrine of the Church of Romez, 
who eftabliſheth another means of falvation; and Chriſt be-. 
ing made a propitiatory Sacrifice for the Quick and the Dead, 
which is a means of our lite and happineſs, and of onr attone-- 
ment with Almighty God , with what face catr that abomi- 
nable Strumpet 1ntroduce another propitiatory Sacrifice to 
come in competition with that Sacrifice that was offered up- 
once for all? Even the Sacrifice of the Maſs, which She im-- 
pudently afferts to be a Propitiatory Sacrifice for the Quick 
and Dead. 

3. Secing that Jeſs Chriſt came with an intent to-ſave all 
men, then how ought the Mintfters of this Salvation pur- 
chaſed by the Bloud of Chriſt, endeavor by their con- 
ſtant care over. their reſpeftive Charges, to make znown and: 
reveal the. grace of God to man, in order to reconcile man to: 
Gud? conlider theexample of St. Pyz!, 1 Tim: 2. 10, x1, 12: 
who did therefore labour in the Miniltry of the Goſpel, and 
<A patiently farffer repraach, becaute he did truft in the living 
God, who is the Saviour of ail. men, eſpecially ot {ach as be-- 
lieve;, andto this.purpoſe he exhorteth Timothy, 2: Fpiltle 2. 
'24, 25, 24; meekly to inſtruct thoſe that are contrary minded, 
'that-he might bring them out of the ſnare of theD2-vil, ad!

5. Let us love one another ; for ſeeing it is apparent that 
Chriſt came to ſave us, and did manifeſt the love of the moit 
high God by coming into the World, and dying for our fins; 
ict this oblige us to a mutual Jove one to another, conſidering 
that the Apoſtle doth draw this duty from the manifeſtetion of 
Gods love to us ; hercinis love, not that we loved God, but he 
loved us,&ſent his Son to b2 a propiriation for our ſins: Beloved, 
3aith the Apoſtle, Tf God ſo !oved vs,let us love one another cthere- 
fore let each name of diviſion and contention ceaſe, and God 
will aſſiſt us.here with his grace, and hereafter exalt us to the 
Kingdom of his glory, where we ſhal} enjoy the preſence of 
God,in whoſe preſence is fulneſs of joy,and ar whoſe right hand 
are pleaſures for evermore.
